CONFERENCE WILL FOLLOW 


No Offer of Mediation is 


Made and American Gov-

Washington, Dec. 21. — Distinct 


surprise was apparent among diplo- 
matic officials in Washington today 
over President Wilson's plea to Eu- 
ropean belligerents to discuss peace 
terms. 


Publication today of the note, fin- 


ished 'Monday and dispatched Tues- 
day - to American diplomatic repre- 
sentatives abroad gave most officia' 
the first notice that such a step was 
even contemplated at this time. 


Opinion here inclined oward the 


view- that the action 
would give 


strong encouragement to some sort 
of''exchanges which might result in 
discussion of definite peace 
terms 


between the belligerents. It was be- 
lieved further that since the presi- 
dent- seeks only a 
clarification of 


peace views and does not offer medi- 
ation, the United States will not be 
placed in an embarrassing position 
if the European nations should be 
unable finally to develop a basis on 
which-to approach each, other.

States for "a league of nations to

Washington bequeathed to the coun- 
try. Significance is attached to the 
fact that the president wishes the 
word "insure" rather than "eniorce" 
as indicating that he has not com- 
mitted himself to any one program 
to accomplish that end but he is open 
to whatever suggestions may seem 
best to the other world nations. 


Repeated efforts have been made 


to enlist the American government 
in some sort of international agree- 
ment involving responsibility but al- 
ways the answer has been that the 
United States woul 
dstand 
alone, 


Several months ago Presidpnt Wil 
son 
spoke

affairs of the world. 
The President's notes had been

notes will be received, diplomatists 
think it is incredible that President 
Wilson should have taken his action 
without some belief that it would 
not be flatly rejected without con- 
sideration by the entente allies. The 
wish and hope of the German allies 
that he take some such step had 
long been well known and there is 
no-doubt of the manner of its recep- 
tion among them.

the world against future wars, an 
understanding is not wholly impossi- 
ble. 
It calls attention to the fact 


that the leading statesmen of Brit- 
ain. France and Germany have re- 
peatedly avowed a 
willingness 
to 


join an international peace league 
and that thus a safeguard is obtain- 
able that right instead of might may 
govern international relations in the 
future and Europe be delivered from 
militarism.

The principal told the committee 


that any attempt to secure pledges 
of membership for the sorority would 
be fought by the faculty, but so far 
as the pupils attending the dance, 
the officials of the school 
had 
no 


.Jurisdiction. 


"Just why the sororities should 


be banned by the faculty, we can't 
understand,'1 a member of the Phi 
Beta Chi said today. 
"The society 


co-operates with -the faculty instead 
of working against it. 
Every mem- 


ber of the society who is in school, 
is required to be up in her studies, 
or she is dropped from the sorority " 


"None of the meetings of the so- 


ciety are held, when it would inter- 
fere with, school work or home stud- 
ies, but are held in the afternoons. 
The society tries -to assist its mem- 
bers in their school work and keep 
their interest in studies on a plane 
with their social functions." 


Members of the high school facul- 


ty Wednesday afternoon denied the 
report that pupils had been told not 
to attend the sorority dance, under 
penalty of "being denied all 
school 


honors. 


The report is thought to ha\e or- 


iginated from the advice of a teach- 
er in the school to one of the pupils, 
not to attend the dance. 
A short 


time after the incident, 
the 
news 


reached members of the sorority who 
immediately resented the alleged ac- 
tion of the faculty. 


A committee was appointed ox, the 


president of the society to call on 
Prof Barnes and asked that the im- 
pression be corrected among the stu- 
jents. 
Professor Barnes refused to 


make a public statement to the pu- 
pils but promised that none of the 
students would be advised not to at- 
tend the dance.
